The Hop! Indians of Arizona bure no 


written 
literature, 
but 
an 
almost 


boundless store of oral 
traditions, 


which are handed down unimpaired to 
each generation In turn and which 


| form the guiding principle of their re- 
' llglous belief and of their whole life, 


says the Craftsman. Every clan, and 
there are a number of family clans 
making up the various HopI towns, 
has \l» own klva, or underground cere- 
monial chamber, entered by a ladder 
through a square opening In tire roof, 
which Is but a foot or two above the 
general level of the ground. Here the 
education of the boys Is carried on, be- 
ginning at the age of seven or eight 
ye;ir«. 
They are instructed day by 


day 
In the literature, history and 


myths of the tribes, the priests being 
the teachers. 
Without writing and 


without books the HopI have an ex- 
tensive literature, and that the utmost 
accuracy Is observed In Its oral trans- 
mission from generation to generation 
Is revealed by certain comparisons 
with the records made by the Hpanlsh 
explorers In the sixteenth century.

PRESENTED IT COURT 


A RAPID TRANSIT FUNCTION. 


H« WM In and Through and Out Be- 


fore H« RMlly Realitad What Had 
Happened—Th« Way Hie Difficulty 
About a Coetume Wat Overcome. 
' A. six. foot American who had se- 
cured a "command" to one of the Eng- 
lish royal levees recently found hlru- 
fcelf In a. pretty predicament. 


On his notification paper wns the 


hint that levee dress was Indispensa- 
ble. In the guileless Innocence of his 
democratic soul the American took this 
to mean Unit frock coat and shiny 
shoes would be called for. 


He was In the act of looking over his 


best outfit of that nntuie when a more 
experienced friend called mid caught 
Itlm In the act The friend made hasto 
to Inform the misguided Yankee that 
levee dress Involved silk stockings, 
ruffled sleeves, black sword and other 
Items. 


Consternation ensued. It continued 


to ensue when owing to his height and 
girth no borrowable suit was discov- 
ered and no tailor could bo found who 
would make one before the next after- 
noon. At last a stage levee dress was 
rented from His Majesty's theater, 
•where it had done duty In "The Last 
of the Dandles." 


After the levee was oter the Ameri- 


can confessed that he hardly knew 
what had happened. When he reached 
the palace he was first surrounded by 
the yeomen of the guard, who started 
him upstairs with great dispatch. In 
the course of his progress upstairs the 
yeomen disappeared, and he found 
himself in a lane of tin plated life 
guardsmen. 


Again the scene changed, says Town 


and Country, and there was a lane of 
royal footmen and next a large room 
filled to overflowing with admirals, 
generals, diplomats, peers, chamber- 
lains, soldiers and Bailors of all de- 
grees of commissioned rank and a 
great host of men attired like himself 
in levee dress.

But he was actually 
"presented" and is now forever Hof 
fahig, or eligible for presentation at;, 
any court in the world, provided he be- 
haves himself. 


All this was preliminary to the pres- 


«ntat!on of the man's wife and daugh- 
ter at the drawing room. Men are pre- 
sented at the king's levees, and the 
women undergo the same ordeal at the 
courts or drawing rooms, which are 
by far the more imposing functions. It 
is probably no exaggeration to say that 
every time a drawing room Is held 
£100,000 is spent by the people who go 
to court. 


None but a very old habitue of the 


court—and then she Is never below the 
rank of a countess—would dream of 
appearing at court in a costume that 
•he had worn there before. The item 
of flowers alone is one of vast Impor- 
tance. If it were not for the drawing 
rooms the large florists could not exist. 


Every woman who Is presented goes 


armed with a bouquet, whose value is 
at least a pound, and some of them are 
worth ten times that sum. Then there 
are the bookmakers and the hosiers and 
the milliners to consider, to say nothing 
of the people who lend carriages. 


Suppose there are ut a low estimate. 


COO people ou the presentation list. Of 
these every mother's daughter has her-* 
self photographud in her court cos- 
tume, and London court photographers 
are notorious for their stiff prices. 


St. James' park ou the night of a 


drawing room Is filled with London- 
ers who wander up and down the dou- 
ble line <jf carriages stalled In the mull, 
peering Into the windows and criticis- 
ing the costumes of tiie matrons anil 
their debutante daughters. 
It Is a 


legitimate privilege of the populace to 
•consider those waiting for proseutatlou 
as objects of Interest, and there the 
latter have to sit, some of them over 
an hour, wnbjected to the guze of Lon- 
don's citizens. You see half a dozen 
shopgirls flattening their noses against 
the window of a motor brougham and 
carrying on a rapid fire conversation 
about the dress of milady and her 
daughter Inside. 


"Ain't Shu beootlful, Mary Ann?" or 


"Wot do you think of this tin? Oi don't 
like 'er gown at all." 


All this has to be borne with Kpar- 


tan fortitude so long ns there Is no 
rowdyism; but, strange to suy, there 
never Is. 


A good many people starve them- 


selves for months so that they and 
their offspring may have the money to 
enable them to go to court. There are 
many half pay colonels who live In 
the country whose one object Is to 
come up for a drawing rotun. 


Generally they have intlucntial and 


wealthy friends who make it easy for 
them In the matter of lodging In town 
and lend them their horses, carriages 
and footmen: otherwise it would be Im 
possible for them to go. There seenut 
to be a tradition that if a man's daugh- 
ter has not been f>re.sented ut court 
her way to a successful marriage will 
n.-tt be so smooth. That of course Is a 
fallacy, but the- tradition ru-ver dies, 
and so people stint themselves and en- 
dure fiirtlcss saerlflffs that they may 
put the ball mark on themselves and 
their offspring.

conld raise, and would not be re- 
sponsible for any more. 


Mr. Phillips said be was not a 


Methodist, and did not care for the 
church, but when people came to him 
to buy land they wanted to know 
first, what are the church and school 
facilities, and he would build a good 
church and pay for it himself to ad- 
vertise his land, as be could 
afford 


to do so. The other trustees consent- 
ed to let him do so, but told him be 
would 
have to pay the additional 


expense. 
He 
enlarged the plans 


of the building and ordered the same 
to he erected, paid the extra expense, 
and gave a clear deed for the prop- 
erty. 
When 'the boom bursled, and 


his land speculation failed, he de- 
manded of the society the money ho 
had put into the property, and wont 
to the court to enforce his claim. 
The court decided from the testimony 
that the money ho expended was given 
to the church as a subscription, and 
that ho had no just claim against the 
church. 
If his land speculation \w\ 


failed ho could not reimburse him- 
self from the church.
